EN may smile at the fashions 

M of women in past times, but 

women may do a good deal 

of smiling.themselves. The record 

of men during the past five cen- 

turies has been just as amusing as 
that of women. 

When knights used to take off 
their shining armor, they not sel- 
dom put on skirts. These were 
sometimes short, sometimes long. 
We have records of men’s skirts 
which hung above the knees; and 
of others which trailed to the 
ground. An English writer com- 
plained that a person could not tell 
“one sex from the other.” 

Yet the skirt custom did not hold 
for the great bulk of men, and its 
only important reminder in western 
Europe is the “kilt’’ worn by 
Scotchmen of the highlands. 

Instead of skirts, the leaders of 
fashion—the kings, lords and 
knights—came to wear trousers 
and pants of Various styles. It was 
usual for these to reach only to the 
knees. 


There was a time when men in 
Europe were in the habit of wear- 
ing wigs. Now and then we find 
a man wearing a wig even today, 
but that is not the fashion. About 
three centuries ago men in Europe 
began to wear wigs just in order to 
be in style. 

The wigs of that time were 
spoken of as ‘“‘perukes.”’ They were 
heavy mats of false hair, from 
which curls hung down. Sometimes 
the curls were long, sometimes they 
hung only to the neck. 

The perukes were well sprinkled 
with powder, and “gentlemen” of 
the time took pains to set the hair 
straight before they went out to 
dinner. 

It {is hard to say just how the 
curious wig fashion came: about. 
One story says that when Louis 
the Fourteenth was a boy, he had 
long curls, and that the nobles at 
the royal court decided to wear 


false curls as a mark of respect or 
honor.

steel industry throughout 1925 was 
refiected today in the final quarter’s 
report of the United States Steel 
Carporation, -whose total earnings 
of $42,280,465 for the period 
brought the year’s aggregate to 
more than $165,000,000. This 
represents a gain of about $12,000,- 
000 over the earnings for 1924, 

Directors of the corporation 
authorized the usual extra dividend 
of 50 cents on the common shares, 
thereby dispelling rumors of an in- 
creased distribution at this time. 
The regular quarterly payments of 
$1.25 on the common and $1.76 on 
the preferred shares also were de- 
clared. From the _ corporation’s 
surplus $29,632,432 after the pay- 
ment of all dividends, an appropri- 
ation of $25,000,000 was voted for 
additions, improvements and bet- 
terments to plants and properties, 
leaving a balance at the end of the 
year of $4,632,442. In the two 
preceding years the annual appro- 
priation for plant improvements 
amounted to only $20,000,000. 

The narrow range of the quar- 
terly earnings attested the stabil- 
ity of the company’s operations 
throughout the year. Beginning 
with $39,882,992 in the first quar- 
ter the corporation expanded its 
profits to $42,400,412 in the third, 
With only a slight falling off in the 
final ‘three months. Earnings fo? 
the corresponding quarter of 1924 
totaled $30,762,231.

The wide divergence in prices 
which the dealers contend they pay 
was revealed in a table presented 
in behalf of J. Maury Dove & Co.

Board of Inquiry Finds Radio 
Fuses’ Explosion as Pos- 
sible Reason. 


'LOSS PLACED AT $500,000 


The exact cause of the fire which 
nearly devastated the army air sta- 
tion at Bolling field early yesterday 
could not be established, but a prob- 
able cause was the explosion of 
radio fuses, the board of inquiry 


which investigated the blaze has 
reported to Brig. Gen. Samuel D. 
Rockenbach, commandant of the 
district of Washington. 

The board also established that 
as near as can be estimated at this 
time the damage done to property 
was $500,000. 

In their inquiry the board of 
officers, composed of Capt. O. C.

Schwarzweeller, quarter master 
corps, and Lieut. J. J. Guillet, air 
service, surveyed the damaged 
properties and closely scrutinized 
the site where the fire originated. 

The investigation developed that 
nine airplanes, including two 
PW-8s, one Vought, five DH-4s and 
one Curtiss JN plane were lost. 
With them 45 airplane motors, 40 
of them Liberty motors, a double 
hangar, three parachutes, machin- 
ery, officers’ flying equipment and 
numerous aviation accessories were 
destroyed.

Facts Gleaned in Secret Par- 
leys Guided Wilson in Open- 
ing Days of Conflict. 


TO BE TOLD IN THE POST 


Col. E. M. House traveled all over 
Europe, seeing and consulting with 
European rulers, from Wilhelm of 
Germany to Albert of Belgium, 
prior to the entry of the United 
States into the world war. 

It was the impression gathered 
by the ‘“‘silent partner’’ of Presi- 
dent Wilson that wielded such an 
influence in inducing the President 
later to declare war on Germany, 
and it was the knowledge gathered 
by Col. House that directed the first 
efforts of America in the world war. 

All these facts and more concern- 
ing the election of Woodrow Wilson 
to the Presidency, and his subse- 
quent part in world affairs, are re- 
vealed in the diary and intimate 
papers of Col. House, which will be 
made public for the first time be- 
ginning in next Sunday’s edition of 
The Washington Post.

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FOWLER ASKS WARRANT 
IN DISPUTE OVER BODY 


Row Between Churches on 
Funeral of Preacher May 
Be Taken to Court. 
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BURIAL DELAYED 7 DAYS 


A fight between two colored 
churches for the burial ceremony of 
a dead Baptist preacher led to issu- 
ance of a warrant yesterday for ar- 
rest of Wesley Washington, an 
undertaker, 2053 Georgia avenue 
northwest, on a charge of keeping a 
body more than seven days without 
a permit.

The two groups asked Dr. Will- 
fam C. Fowler, District health of- 
ficer, to arbitrate the case. Hea 
tried to secure an agreement, but 
failed, Washington saying he would 
not surrender the body until his 
charge of $50 for embalming had 
been paid. The opposition offered 
him $25. He refused to take it. 

Dr. Fowler searched for relatives 
of the dead preacher, but the near- 
est he could flnd was a stepson, who 
sided with the large church. Testi- 
mony was that the deceased person 
said he wanted to be buried from 
the large church, 

So Dr. Fowler decided in favor of 
the second undertaker and, since 
the preacher had been dead for 
more than. a week, asked for 
Washington’s arrest on the charge 
specified. He would not reveal any 
of the names except that of the 
undertaker he undertook to prose- 
cute. He issued burial permits for 
the other undertaker. 

The maximum penalty Washing- 
ton faces is a fine of $200 and im- 
prisonment for 90 day g.
